Our recent comments on dollar

| contemporary, as ‘both. wro 


ng and 
short-sighted. ‘We ‘are vaccused of 
auppotting an academic argument 
which wholly ignores those interests 
resident within ‘this Colony—large 
and important companies concerned 
with domestic and retail trading, 
investments in property, and large 
industrial undertakings, ‘| For the 
large’ interests, settled, ‘and operat- 
ing wholly. in. this Colony there is 
only one viewpoint possible, name- 
ty, that of x stabilised dollar.”

figure is it to be stabilised, and 
who is to “stand the racket”? 
The par of exchange means mint 
par—the intrinsic value of the coins 
of one country expressed in terms | 
of another when the same metal is 
used aos the standard. There can 


jbe no par of exchange between" 
. | countries having different standards 


of value, such as gold and silver. 
In such circumstances fluctuations 
in the rate of exchange are depend- 
ent upon the price of silver. If a 
country uses silver as & eurrency, 
debts are discharged in thet metal 
‘rit the price at which the commédity 
ig selling’ in the market. Repeated 
attempts have been made by coun- 
‘tries using ‘both gold. and silver 
currency to value’ one in terms of 
the other at a fixed rate, in order 
to prevent violent fluctuation in 
the prices of the two metals. Bi- 
metallism, however, has always 
| failed in. practice, owing tow the 
large production of ,silver and its 
unrestricted _ appearance on the 
.world’s markets, and countries with 
a. gold, currency have ‘been forced 
to ‘take measures. td restrict | or 
prohibit the ‘import of silver. Tf 
the Hong Kong dollar ia to. bo 
‘stabilised »on o gold basis, it will 
bo essentia! to control the move- 
meat of, silver into the Colony—a, 
tiny island from which can be seen 
the shores of the vast coufitry with 
which it does business, upon which 
it depends. for its very existence as 
an economic unit, and a country 
whose national currency is silver. 
Leaving. aside questions of Im- 
perial policy, Hong Kong‘has two 
valuable assets, and, two only. . It 
is o convenient warehouse for goods 
entering and leaving South China, 
and it is-an‘eficient clearing-house 
for the financial business associated, 
with that trade. ‘That the ‘Pree 
trade policy followed in regard to 
commerce, and the silver. policy 
followed in regard to gurrency, are 
well: suited ‘ta the economic, con- 
Qitions which exist is proved by. 
the progress shown in the prosperity 
of the port. From, the business- 
man’s point of view, this island 
is an integral part of China, and 
it is.in the best interests ‘of ‘those 
handling the commerce’ of the port 
that. ‘the economic gap between 
Britieh and‘ Chinese territory be 
kept os narrow as,‘the geographic 
distance which separates them.
